You should purchase and have delivered for the use of the 
echoolroom 6 yards towelling, 12 cakes laundry soap, 1 galvanized 
water pail, 4 drinking cups, 1 looking glass, 15 steel combe 
and 4 tine Dutch Cleanser. 


When all the repairs have been completed, you should for- 
ward properly certified vouchers, in duplicate, covering the 

cost of any material purchased, as well as vouchers, in duplicate, 
properly certified, covering the labour employed, and also for 

the supplies which you are authorized to purohase, 


The Inspector states, regarding the sohool building, that it is 
hard to understand why it was allowed to practically fail to ruin, 
and that it is at present the most forbidding appearing school 

for any teacher to enter. It is considered that you should have 
reported the condition of this buildin early in the summer in 
order that any repairs required could Rave been carried out before 
the school re-opened, e Department will expect you to see 

that both the school building and tescher's living quarters are 
repaired and that the supplies which you are authorized to purchase 
are ordered «t an early date and forwarded to the teacher. 


I shall be pleased to hear ae to what arrangements you are 
making to carry out the above instructions, and the date you 
consider the same will be completed.

The Separate School Inspector, in a report 
on hie recent inspection of the Goulais Bay Indian Day 
School, states th.t the following equipment, repairs and 
renovations are needed at the school and teacher's 
living quarters: 


A cupboard is needed for the storing of 
equipment and books, 

Stove pipes require to be cleaned and enamelled, 
There is no door on one of the toilets and they 
require to be thoroughly cleaned and white«~ 
washed, 


You should arrange to have the stove pipes taken down, 
thoroughly cleaned and replaced, and you may have them 
enamelled. You may aleo arrange to have a suitable cup- 
board installed in the schoolroom. This cupboard should 
be of inexpensive construction. The toilets should be 
repaired, thoroughly cleaned and placed in a sanitary 
condition. If you consider the same necessary, you should 
have them whitewashed, 


With reference to the teacher's living quarters, 
the Inspector states that the walle of the kitchen need 
attention and that they should be thoroughly oleaned, You 
may arrange to have this work done, You may also purchase 
and have forwarded, for the teacher's use, 1 galvanized water 
pail, 2 mixing bowls, 1 tea kettle, 2 tea plates and 2 cups 
and saucers, 


Please give the above matters your early attention, 
and you should see that no unnecessary expense is incurred, 
Accounts, in duplicate, properly certified, should be for- 
warded by you covering any expenditure incurred, 


The Inspector also states that the exterior of the 
school building needs painting. It is considered that it 
is now too late in the season to have this work done, You 
hould draw this matter to the attention of the Department 
early next spring, giving an estimate of the cost of supplying 
the paint, eto., required, and in having the work done.

Originel on File 13-4-6. 


Building is in very fair general condition, 
except that the teacher's quarters need papering badly. 


There is no one on the reserve, however, 
competent to do this work and the cost of bringing a 
man from the nearest town (Sault Ste. Marie) would be 
prohibitive. 


Indian Agent, teacher and inspector discussed 
the situation and the teacher is willing to return to 
Goulais Bay a little earlier (after the summer holidays) 
and do the work herself. 


The Agent and I agree that a reasonable business 
proposition would be for the Department to make the téacher 
a grant of, say, twenty or twenty-five dollars to have the 
work done. She would be expected to supply the material 
and pay for any assistance necessary. 


The teacher would be willing to accept the 
arrangement, and such is strongly recommended as the most 
satisfactory arrangement possible. 


The teacher's cutlery seems to have been badly 
abused in past years. It is suggested that the Agent be 
asked to consider replacing it.

EXTRACT from Report of Inspector W.J. Greening 
regarding his visit to the GOULAIS BAY INDIAN DAY 
SCHOOL on May 21, 1932. 


Original on File 13-4-6. 


Particularly meritorious is the work that 
has been done with the children in sewing and darning, 
and knitting will be taken up if materials are supplied. 
Unfortunately, however, there is little being done for 
the boys outside of purely academic work. There should 
be a school garden. While the Agent agrees, he is 
rather afraid to incur any expenditure in this connection. 
I, personally, think that one of the most valuable things 
we can teach is the desire and ability to be self 
supporting, and as a means to this end, the study of 
agriculture has a very definitely high value in Indian 
Day Schools. If the Department agrees, perhaps Mr. Agent 
Sims might be encouraged to provide some suitable land for 
a school garden. 


I have instructed Miss Duff to requisition for 

some dozen or so thimbles, some knitting needles and wool 

| for knitting and some mending yarn for darning. If the 

| Department could, in addition,, supply some material, say 

some flannel, for making up into undergarments, I am sure 
good use would be made of it.

The school narrowly escaped being burned to the 
ground this past winter, as a result of a poor system of 
stove pipes. 


Mr. Agent Sims and I looked over the situation. 
In my opinion, a hole should be cut in the ceiling of the 
kitchen and a second hole cut BHE in the brick chimney 
and the stove pipe run into it, as, at present, the pipe 
is led through a high attic-like space. It was in this 
space that the fire broke out this winter. The space 
cannot be reached emcept by breaking in through the roof. 
A change in the system of stove pipes is, I believe, 
imperative and the Agent has taken the matter in hand. 


The stove at present is use in the kitchen is 
entirely worn out. The oven is practically useless. Even 
when efforts are made to EMME protect the food (in the 
oven) with sheets of tin, ashes will still fact on it. 
Moreover, it is most uneconomical in regard to fuel. 

Miss Duff kept a careful record of wood burnt this past 
winter and, although eggs froze in the kitchen, the 
kitchen stove used up twice as much fuel as did the stove 
in the schoolroom. 


The saving in fuel would more than pay for a 
new stove in a couple of years and a new stove would permit 
of more comfort for the teacher.

This fall I sent a sample of the creek water, the only water supply 
for the school, to the Bureau of Analysis. A report came back stating 
that the water was heavily polluted with colon bacilli. Mr. Priddle 
sent this report to the Department. The result is that we are to have 
a well drilled on the school property. 

The point is the Indians think that the well is for their use too. 
They would use this privilege as an alibi to hang around the school 
premises any time of the night or day as time is no object to an Indian, 
This state of affairs would not assure the teacher's safety especially 
when they have been inbibing too freely. 

Knowing the Indians as I do the use of the pump by them would not 
favour the teacher's protection as regards sanitation. 
Then too they are very destructive and the pump would not last long 
if they were let use it. 
I would be very grateful to you Mr. McGoogan if you could arrange 
to have a notice put up that the pump is for the school only.

The school is a very isolated one, so that the 
teacher has little company but her own, Under these 
circumstances, the surroundings should be as cheerful as 
possible, It would be hard to find a school residence 
much more the reverse. The walls are dark in colour, 
and the woodwork painted in a very dark eray. The 
furniture looks as if its one reason for being purchased 
was ite cheapness and unsuitability for anything else. 

It 1s cumbrous and cumbersome, dark and ugly. 


The work that has always been the rule at this 
school since I have known it is the more remarkable in view 
of the living quarters vrovided. 


Because of the financial stringency, I have 
refrained from bringing the matter to attention before, but 
would now strongly urge that the kitchen be painted in bright 
shades, (at least three coats will be necessary), and that 
a cheap “Breakfast Room" set of modern furniture be provided; 
the present furniture might be given to some of the Indians on 
the Reserve (1f they will take it) or used for firewood, 


A set of furniture as recommended is not very 
costly. I discussed the matter with Mr. Agent Sims and 
he would furnish estimates,

Mr. J. M. Bennett, Separate School Inepector, states 
that the locks on the doore of the school and reeidence need 
repairing also that the wood ehed leaks and destroye the value 
of the wood for fuel. He states that moet of the hardwood 
ie outside and that there ie absolutely no kindling wood. He 
saye further that the front door stepe of the echool have 
fallen away and are unsafe and that the foundation of the 
school on one cide needs attention.

I have before me two communication from the Dept- in 
regerd to my report on the Hiawatha School. They bear No. 
154257-6 and detes June 13th and July 6th. 
In connection with the question of a grant to the school, 
permit me to call attention to a few facts, 

1. The grant from the Dept. of Indian Affairs was in- 
creased a few years a ro from $150 to $300. In regard to that 
inorease + was not consulted and do not know by what influence 
it wae secured, but I do know that it was never merited, It 
was chiefly in consideration of that increase that I have been 
urging that the trustees should do something in return in the 
way of improved accommodation. 

2. As you are probably aware, the school, like every other 
publich school derives a revenue of $300 from the township, 
@ part of which is contributed by that section as this is 
raised by a uniform levy over the whole township. Other schools 
have to suppliment this by, at least, as much more, but this 
school, owing to the generosity of the Dept. of Indian Affaire, 
has had to levy no section tax since the "Indian Grant" was 
increased. 


3. Util the present year, when the provincial grant was 
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increased owing to a change in the basis of distribution, it 
has been quite small compared with the grant from your de- 


partment. This year it will amount to about $160. You will 
therefore see that up till now, at least, the withholding of 
this grant would not have had any great influence on the 
section. 

4. Then there is another consideation. Were this school 
for the white children of the section only, I should not be 
disposed to make much objection to the accommodations. But 
what do the trustees get the special “Indian Grant” for? Is 
it simply to purchase the privilege of sitting in the school 
and sharing in the instruction given the other children? I 
would suppose that when they are given a grant as large ase 
is being paid this school, they would be expected to fur- 
nish something extra in the way of accommodation or in- 
struction for the Indian children. 

In my opinion, they ought to be made to understand de- 
initely that unless they do something the grant will be cut 
down to say what it formerly was. If kept posted,as to what 
is being done, I am perfectly willing to co-operate with the 
Department in any effort that hay be made to bring pressure 
on the trustees to induce them to do what ie right. J am of 
opinion that there is little fear of their severing their 
connection with the Dept. if they are dealt with reasonably.

The present teacher is Mr. Fred Plato. He has an 
Interim Piret Clase Certificate and this is his first 
appointment. His salary is $1,900, 


The school is under the management of the school board 
for Otonabee Township, the secretary being Mns, Ralph Godfrey, 
R.R, No, 2, Keene, Onterio. 


The Ontario School Inspector is Mr. K.O, Birkin, M.A.,

Thie sehool is the only one which is not included 
in the larger ares for administrative and taxation purposes, 
althou it is visited by the Manual Training inetructor, 
Mr. MeCall, on Tuesday afternoons between recess and 
dismissal.

children to and from their homes, which would be cheaper than 
re-opening the Wikwemikongsing school. 


I shell be pleased if you will make enquiry regard- 
ing tne situation mentioned by the Inspeotor. You should state 
the number of children of scnool age at Wikwemikongsing who do 
not attend sehool, and you should ,ive your views regarding the 
Suggestion of tne Inspector tnet arrangements be made for au bus 
service to draw these children to the Kaboni school, You 
shoulda also state whether it would be possible to arrange with 
an Incian heaving the necessary team ana rig for the purpose, 
ana the cost per wonth thet would be charged for the service.

This school re-opened on the 3rd instant with 
very poor attendance. There were only three pupils in 
the classroom on the morning of my visit. 


An epidemic of measles is prevailing among the 
@hildren in the section of the Kaboni School. The 
doctor has placed a ban on all children attending school 
where there is a case of measles of any memher of the 
family at home, therefore, very few can attend, which 
accounte for the small attendance. As soon as this 
epidemic ceases, the attendance will be at normal again. 


On account of the very small attendance, I believe 
4t would be well to close the classroom for a week or 80 
until the majority of the children recover. 
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Ottawa, September 19, 1930. 


Sir: 


Referring to your report for the current 
month on the Kaboni Indian Day School informing the 
Department of the small attendance owing to an epidemic 
of measles prevailing among the children, I have to say 
that it ie hoped by this time the epidemic is subsiding 
and that the childrem will soon be able to resume attendance. 


Regarding the closing of the school, I have to say 
that, if considered advisable by the medical officer and 
yourself that this school be closed until the majority of 
the children recover, the Department will approve of the 
action considered advisable in having the school closed. 

If the echool is closed, the teacher should, when wooeeeas 
her report at the end of the present month, state definitely 
the dates between which the school wae closed on account 

of measles.

I have your letter of the 6th instant, regarding 
the attendance and the teach services at the Kaboni 
Indian Day School. In reply I have to say thet it is not 
the intention of the Department to close this school for the 
coming academic year. The Separate School Inspector, who 
pi Se this school at the end of May, last, reported as 

‘ollows:- 


"I consider Miss McGregor a capable and ener- 
etic teacher, and, although she seems to have worked 
erd, the puplie do not sppear to have made any con- 

siderable progress. This ie partly the result of 
irregular attendance. I cannot convince myself that 
much interest ie taken in the school by either the 
pupile or their parents, nor do the children appear 
to evince any great desire to master the lish 
language. It is now easily the poorest Indian day 
echool visited by me and this in spite of the efforts 
of teachers rea desirous of producing results. If 
Kaboni is kept open, Miss McGregor's re-appointment 
thereto for the coming school year is recommended." 


It would appear that the results obtained at this 
school are due entirely to the indifference of the yarents, 
who do not see that their children attend regularly. The 
Department will contime this school fer the coming academic 
year, with Mise McGregor as teacher, and, if the results show 
that the parents do not take more interest and do not encour- 

@ a regular attendance, the question of closing the school 
at the end of the next academic year will have to receive 
serious consideration. 


Mr. Agent Lewis is being written and requested to 
use every effort to encourage the parents to see that their 
children attend regularly. It may be necessary to enforce 
the compulsory clause in the Indian Act to compel a more 
APeguler attendance. Judging from the Separate School In- 
epector's report, Miss McGregor has made every effort in her 
work but is handicapped by the irregular attendance of the 
pupile. I shall be pleased if you will continue to use your 
good influence with the parents and encourage them in every 
way poseible to send their children to school regularly.

The Department hae received a communication 
from the Reverend Father Belanger, Wikwemikong, regarding 
the Kaboni Indian Day School. It appears, from hie report 
and also the report of the Separate School Inepector, that 
the Indian parents take little or no interest in the school 
and that their children attend very irregularly. The 
Inspector states that he considers Miss McGregor e capable 
and energetic teacher, end, although she appears to have 
worked hard, the pupils do not seem to have made any —- 
eiderable progress, which is the result, altogether 
irregular attendance. The Inspector states that neither 
the pupile nor the parents take much interest in the 

school. He has recommended, if this school is kept open, 
that Mies McGregor be re-appointed. 


The Department desires to continue the work at 
Kaboni and the —oo of Mise McGregor for the 
coming school @ approved. It will be necessary, 
however, to some action in foreing the parente to see 
that their children attend more regularly. When this 
echool re-o after the holidays 7. Department will 
expect you gee the parents and into that they 
are to send their children to school vegulerig. If not, 
it will be necessary to take action under Section 10 of 
the Regulations. 


The Department will expect to have a report 
from you, regarding the attendance, at the end of Sept- 
ember, next, stating the action taken by yourself in 
maintaining the attendance at this school. It is con 
sidered that, through the influence of yourself, Father 
Belanger and the teacher, there is no reason why the 
ehildren at Kaboni could not teke more interest in their 
work and maintain a regular attendance.

Concerning Dimensions 


We desire to invite especid attention to the all-important features 
of the size and weight of bells in relation to their tone and sound 
carrying powers. In the case of all good bells, weight and size mean 
richness of tone and penetrating power; the larger the bell the more 
sonorous and pleasant its utterances will be and the further its sound 
waves will flow. For this reason purchasers should invariably select a 
large bell, indeed a larger bell than may seem sufficient, and by so doing 
they will never fail to congratulate themselves upon the satisfactory 
performance of such an instrument. Mounted as they are there is so little 
jar or strain incident to the proper ringing of the Blymyer Bell that any 
ordinary belfry will easily carry our largest sizes. The distance at 
which a bell may be heard depends both on its weight and diameter, 
and, other features being equal, a bell of a given weight and specified 
diameter can be heard further than one of equal weight and smaller 
diameter, and in this respect our bells possess a distinct advantage over 
all copper and tin bells. ‘The same amount of money will purchase a 
considerably larger and heavier Blymyer Bell than can be procured of 
copper and tin, and will consequently secure one vastly superior in 
volume and quality of tone to such smaller copper and tin bell, at a 
corresponding cost.

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General Information 


E WANT to impress upon intending bell purchasers the 

W advantage of buying a large bell; not that the small 

chapel or school should b @ 1,500 or 2,000-pound bell, 

but that the bell selected be the largest the tower will contain, 

or the largest that can be afforded. A bell is an investment of a 

lifetime and future requirements should be considered. Satis- 

faction always results from the installation of a large bell, for 

the size and weight govern tone, volume of sound and carrying 
power. 

Regarding the carrying power, the impression is rather gen- 
eral that bells can be heard in proportion to their weight, that 
is, a bell of 1,000 pounds should be heard twice as far as one weigh- 
ing 500 pounds. This is not possible, simply because the larger 
bell does not poss anything like twice the resonant surface 
of the smaller one. A bell with a sharp, shrill and penetrating 
tone is naturally heard farther in proportion to its weight than 
the large bell with the full and deep tone. Instances of this 
occurrence often cause unfavorable comment. The larger bells 
are admired for their great volume, their deep, dignified and 
sympathetic tones and the altogether sonorous, mellow and church- 
like sound. 

When bells are being tolled or struck while hung stationary, 
they will not, as a rule, be heard more than one-half as far as 
when swung. The swinging motion throws the mouth of the bell 
up at each stroke and the sound is carried off and out as it can 
not be from a stationary bell. It also imparts a certain richness 
to the tone which is entirely lacking in a bell struck while at rest. 


The Belfry 


HE BELFRY should be as open as possible to give full vent to 
| the sound as exposure to rain or snow will not injure the Blym- 
yer Bell. It should be carefully ceiled above the bell and 
floored directly under it, and it is desirable in square belfries which are 
partially closed to board up the corner angles from floor to ceiling and 
from window to window. Belfry windows should be as large as possible 
and should reach from floor to ceiling, indeed the best results are ob: 
tainable from the largest possible belfry and one entirely open and un 
obstructed 
‘The belfry floor should be sheathed with tin and kept well painted 
to protect it from the weather and to exclude rain from the tower be 
low. A good solid floor under the bell and a tight ceiling not more 
than two or three feet above the mountings are most important features 
As a matter of fact the belfry should always be built to suit the bell and 
not a bell purchased and set up ina close belfry to do itself and its 
makers seemingly little credit. ‘The bell tower should rise high enough 
above the highest point of the chure h roof and when possible above ad. 
jacent buildings or trees 


Directions for Raising Bells 


In constructing towers, provi- 
sion should be 1 for hoisting 
the bell into position from the in- 
side, but by the use of a simple 
tackle, bells may readily be taken 
in from the outside. (See illustra 
tion herewith.) Care should be 
taken thatthe hoisting apparatus is 
amply strong; and the work may 
be done from within, or in the case 
of very heavy bells the hoisting 
rope may be carried to the ground 
and passed through a fixed pulley 
when any number of men or ateam 
may be employed, After a bell 
has been raised to the proper 
height it is readily drawn into the 

belfry by meansof a small rope or tackle. The frame ofmountingsshould 

first be placed in its proper position and then the bell with its yoke and 
springs should be lifted to its place with the wheel on the side opposite 
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to the tolling hammer. The bell should then be swung mouth up and 
the clapper inserted, care being taken to drive the key well through and 
the ends opened up so that it cannot work out. ‘The bell should then 
be rung to test the adjustment of springs and clapper which may have 
been deranged in transit or in the process of erection. The journals 
and bolt of clapper should be well oiled at intervals. 


Springs 

Springs are attached to our bells to prevent the clapper from resting 
on the bell after striking, their duty being to catch the clapper just before 
it reaches the bell, to permit of a stroke of sufficient force, and then to 
withdraw it and so prevent its clattering on the bell or any checking of 
the free vibration of the sound waves. These springs should be most 
carefully adjusted, as if too near to sides of bell they lack the power to 
throw the clapper back after its stroke and a second stroke will be the 
result, Iftoo far from the bell sides they will be too rigid and will 
prevent the clapper striking with 
the requisite force. If upon testing 
the bell the springs be found out of 
order it should be swung over, 
mouth up, and held in that position 
and then by the use of a bar the 
springs should be forced out or in 
as required. The springs should 
not be touched unless obviously 
necessary, as they are most care 
fully adjusted by us before ship- 
ment and they are not liable to 
derangement en route; if however, 
they should be bent or twisted they 
must be made perfectly true before 
bell is used 


Attaching Rope 


After a bell has been mounted, tested, and the frame properly 
braced and fastened to belfry floor, it is ready for its operating rope. 
This should be attached to the wheel by passing it through the hole A, 
and securing it by means of a knot. ‘Thence it is carried to a point 
directly under the center at B, and through the sheaves fastened to the 
floor, as shown in cut. This arrangement prevents the rope being thrown 
from the wheel should a bell turn completely over in ringing, With the 
very largest bells the extra friction resulting from the deflection of the 


rope through these sheaves (B) greatly increases the labor of ringing. In 
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such cases the rope may be carried down through the floor in a straight 
line as per dotted line C, and the sheaves dispensed with. 

For twenty-four and twenty-six inch bells, use three-eighth inch 
rope; for twenty-eight, thirty and thirty-two inch, one-half inch rope 
for thirty-four, thirty-six, thirty-eight, forty and forty-two inch, five- 
eighth inch rope; for forty-four, forty-six, forty-eight and fifty inch, 
three-quarter inch rope, and for fifty-two and fifty-four inch, one-inch 
rope. ‘The rope should not be larger nor longer than necessary, since 
increased weight encumbers the free swing of the bell 


How to Ring a Church Bell 


In ringing church bells it is customary to swing the bell upward 
during six or eight strokes until the momentum throws the mouth di- 
rectly upward, and then, after holding it in this position for several 
seconds, long enough for the other bells—if there be any others in the 
vicinity—to ring up and then to repeat this ringing as before, alternat- 
ing with the other neighboring bells, After ringing a few minutes thus, 
it is usual to toll the bell either with the clapper or tolling hammer. 
Tolling with the clapper, while certainly requiring more skill is prefer 
able as it secures a more musical tone than the graver ones awakened 
by the regular tolling hammer, When using the tolling hammer a 
short firm blow should be struck and the hammer dropped as quickly as 
possible as its continued contact with the bell after striking checks the 
vibration and produces a jarring and unpleasant sound, While the bell 
is being rung by the main rope, the hammer rope, if not directly under 
the ringer’s eye, should be so secured that it cannot be pulled, as other- 
wise the hammer might be broken off or the bell dismounted 


Proper Care of Bells 


The mountings should be examined occasionally to sce if they are 
in proper condition; all nuts tight; the clapper, springs and leather in 
good order. When leathers become worn they should be promptly re 
placed, and if clapper becomes flattened a new one should be supplied. 
Journal bearings should be kept well oiled, and care taken that no oil, 
grease or paint fall on the bell as any accumulation of these will impair 
its performance. A bell may be shifted to a new position when desired 
by partially unscrewing the nuts and turning it to the desired point 
When this is done care must be taken to adjust the springs and clapper 
precisely at right angles with the yoke and to screw all nuts down firmly, 
one by one, with a powerful wrench 

The mountings, and not the bell, should be kept well painted to 
protect them from rust,

She is asking for to be 
furnished with a Football and two Base balls, 
and a supply of garden seeds. 


§411.should be furnished for the class-room 
as it preserves the floor and helps to keep the 
dust down when sweeping. The kitchen floor has 
never been covered with linoleum as it is hard- 
wood, but by covering it with an o11 cloth,or 
linoleum, it would curtail labour for the teacher 
in the way of cleaning. 


Miss McGuire thought of planting a flower 
garden in comnection with the school. Her idea 
is quite in line with school work carried on 
in the white settlements, but among the Indians 
during the latter part of June, July and August, 
in the mid-summer holidays thefe is not any person 
to water and look after the flowers and I am afraid 
her project will not be a success. 


The flag pole rope is worn out and should be 
replaced by a new one.

I have to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 4th instant, enclosing a requisition from the 
teacher of the Kaboni Indian Day School for a supply 
of floor oil, linoleum, garden seeds, etc. 


In reply I have to say that you may arrange 
for the purchase and delivery of 2 gallons oil and 1 
quart turpentine for the classroom floors. The floors 
should first be thoroughly scrubbed and allowed to dry 
before the ofl ie applied. This work should be cerried 
out at a time when it would not interfere with the clase- 
room work. You may also purchase the quantity of 
linoleum required for the kitchen floor. 


Regarding the garden seeds, if you consider 
that arrangements could be made for the proper care of 
the gerden during the sumer holidays without any expense 
to the Department, you may purchase and have delivered to 
the teacher the quantity of flower seeds asked for. You 
may also supply a garden rake. 


Besides the above authorized supplies, you may 
also purchase 6 combs and the quantity of rope required 
for the school flag. 


After you have obtained the above supplies, 
you should forward itemized accounts, in duplicate, properly 
certified, covering the expenditure incurred,
